It can easily be seen that to elect 
both the board and the superintendent 
could well pose problems, as neither would 
be responsible to the other and both would 
claim their mandate from the people.” 


The plan by which the board of edu- 
cation is elected, by the people or by 
the grand jury, and the superintendent 
appointed by the board is not perfect. It 
has its weaknesses, but they are weak- 
nesses inherent in human nature and not
